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THE LARGER EDUCATIONAL ADMINISTRATIVE AREA 
BRITISH COLUMBIA 


John Kyle 
PROVINCIAL DIRECTOR TECHNICAL EDUCATION, 


For some years past the Minister Education, Dr. George Weir, 
and Dr. Willis, Superintendent Education, have been firmly con- 
vinced that the forming larger educational areas the Province 
British Columbia would bring both greater educational efficiency and 
greater economy the municipalities that adopted the plan. 
tunity prove their belief when the Peace River area, consisting 
sixty-five school districts and embracing 3,500,000 acres land, was 
consolidated into one administrative area. health unit was established 
for the whole area; night schools were organized for the adult population 
where instruction was given several industrial subjects and choral 
singing, instrumental music, and dramatics. Dr. Plenderleith, the 
Educational Director this area, not only provided improved 
tional facilities for the people but saved money the process. 

The success the Peace River venture reached the ears the school 
trustees the two districts Matsqui and Sumas and the village 
Abbotsford, and they decided that the educational interests the people 
their municipalities could best served similar amalgamation. 

These municipalities are situated the Fraser Valley some fifty miles 
from Vancouver City. The surrounding country agricultural, with 
dairy-farming predominating, then mixed farming and poultry ranching. 
The land drained deep ditches which run the water into the Fraser 
River. might expected, these ditches are fringed with willows 
osiers and among the many cross varieties are found the basket 
willows the Salix Viminalis, Salix Triandra, and the Salix Purpura. 

Another feature this district the clay deposits places called 
Clayburn and Kilgard from which vitrified sewer pipe high grade 
quality made. The fire brick from this clay has wonderful heat- 
resisting quality and also sold high grade product. The fact, how- 
ever, that good pottery could made from this clay did not seem 
interest the brick-makers. 

The interests these three districts were attended 
separate school boards and the schools were the ordinary type found 
rural municipalities throughout the province. has been previously 
stated, the attention the school boards had been attracted the splen- 
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did results consolidation the Peace River. They therefore decided 
apply the Department Education for assistance and Dr. 
King and School Inspector Philip Sheffield were sent report the 
situation. The result was that the Matsqui-Sumas-Abbotsford area was 
formed and Mr. Sheffield was appointed director the scheme. Just 
had completed arrangements for amalgamation and had supervised the 
erection fine technical and home economics centre Abbotsford, Mr. 
Sheffield was stricken down and passed ‘‘that undiscovered country 
from whose bourne traveller was then that Dr. Plender- 
leith was called from the Peace River country order that might com- 
plete the organization and set the new school system motion. 

Under the new plan the former school boards the district have vol- 
untarily disbanded but the members now act advisory capacity. 
The authority those three school boards vested Dr. Plenderleith, 
the Director Education. While has complete control over the 
administration the unit, satisfactory able say that there 
absolute co-operation between the former school boards, the reeves and 
councils the three municipalities, and the director. Asa result this 
co-operation relief labour from the districts has been utilized put all 
school buildings and grounds into first-class condition. The finest rural 
auditorium British Columbia has been built. commodious workshop 
for farm mechanics and laboratories for home economics have been con- 
structed the same means. 

these practical shops the pupils from nineteen schools are brought 
seven school buses, each bus registered hold fifty pupils and, what 
very important, the buses are owned the administrative area and 
not private individuals. 

The education office the area, which the headquarters Dr. 
Plenderleith, the health nurses, and the dentist, situated Abbotsford 
and opens right from the main street. school-teacher stenographer 
All the records the schools are kept here and system 
vocational placement gradually being built up. the centre where 
school authorities, social and commercial organizations, parents and 
pupils may meet common ground discuss their problems. There

HANDICRAFTS 


Industrial arts are featured every grade the elementary and high 
school and these arts include, among others, clay modelling, willow 
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basketry, wool weaving, woodwork, metalwork, sewing 
For obvicus reasons has been found necessary have classes willow 
basketry, weaving and pottery for the school teachers, consequently 
experts these three crafts travel from Vancouver each week give 
instruction not only teachers but class adults night school. 

The willow rods were cut the proper season the year and stored 
bundles ready for use. The poling these willows will improve their 
growth. The people are now realizing that they failed recognize 
commercial asset right their very doors, product which when brought 
from Ontario for the basketmakers cost them thirty cents per pound. 

Wool-weaving also taught the school teachers skilled weaver 
who goes Abbotsford from Vancouver. The looms vary size from 
the small type that can stand school desk those which can weave 
material thirty-six inches wide. The wool comes from the local farms 
and washed, carded, spun, dyed and woven hand. 

There material more fascinating children than clay, and for- 
tunately the clay already referred the Abbotsford district good 
variety for pottery. brick kiln about built the farm mech- 
anics’ workshop and here experiments will conducted glazing and 
firing. one knows where these experiments may oaks 
from little acorns 


HEALTH UNIT 


description this educational area would complete without 
reference the School Health Unit, which similar the one which Dr. 
Plenderleith established the Peace River district. The plan spon- 
sored Dr. Henry Esson Young, Provincial Health Officer, who 
anxious extend health services rural districts. per cent 
the cost operation borne the Rockefeller Foundation, part 
the Provincial Department Health, part the Department Edu- 
cation, and the balance the administrative area. 

The health the children the Matsqui-Sumas-Abbotsford area 
charge district health officer, dentist, and staff four nurses. 
The services this staff are free all school children and 
children the district. the health system the school doctor exam- 
ines every child and all ailments discovered are attended without delay. 
The four nurses are responsible for the follow-up work. Each child 
examined once month height, weight, and phy- 
sical condition are charted and when cases are found which require the 
attention medical man this given once. 

Clinics are being established which children can have their minor 
ailments attended to. The teeth fifteen hundred school children have 
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been treated the school dentist Abbotsford. Sun lamps are pro- 
vided the four nursing centres for cases requiring artificial light treat- 
ment. vaccination and inoculation programme for the district will 
completed before the summer holidays. 

The work the school nurses includes home visits pre-school chil- 
dren the area and free attention expectant mothers. these 
health services the child supervised from birth the day leaves 
school. The improvement school attendance and the educational re- 
sults obtained since preventive services have been adopted the area 
amply reveals the soundness and correct judgment held the educa- 
tional authorities when they decided this policy. 


PHYSICAL AND RECREATIONAL ACTIVITIES 


Physical and recreational activities the Matsqui-Sumas-Abbotsford 
area are made possible through the co-operation the Department 
Education and the Provincial Director Recreational and Physical 
Education. 

The supervisor who was appointed spends certain day hours with the 
school children and night hours with adults. 

Gymnasium centres have been established Matsqui, Sumas, and 
Abbotsford, and these centres basketball clubs are formed for boys and 
girlsand men and training classes and all forms 
recreational activities are also organized for the same groups. 


AND DRAMA FESTIVAL 


Plans are completed for music and drama festival for the whole area 
some time during the month May. will held the beautiful 
new auditorium Abbotsford, which rapidly becoming the hub 
educational activity for the whole area. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


Abbotsford during the winter evenings the high school building 
warm, bright and inviting. This now the opportunity for people 
mature years participate the educational programme. finer way 
spending leisure hours could devised than foregathering night 
school sharpen the mind develop skill hand. 

Under the old regime classes were available for adults. was 
generally supposed the school boards that the inhabitants had inter- 
est further training but has been proved conclusively that where 
leadership exists and capable instructors are available the response from 
the public satisfactory. 

The night classes organized Abbotsford include the 
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weaving, basketry, pottery, rug-making, glove-making, farm 
cookery, dressmaking, choral singing, dramatics, and physical culture, 

This all possible when there director education over 
istrative area, but there are many obvious reasons why small school 
boards not feel disposed shoulder such responsibilities; and why the 
public schools stand dark and empty night although sometimes warm: 
and why the inhabitants have look elsewhere occupy their hours 
leisure. 

does not take much imagination visualize the time when uni- 
versity extension course lectures will given Abbotsford some 
such topic history, economics, agricultural science, when the lecturer 
will lodge case reference books for the use the students the excel. 
lent public library which already established. One may even see the 
gymnasium filled with men and women enjoying folk-dancing, which has 
such elemental appeal both young and old. 

wonder that the Department Education have been invited 
survey the adjoining municipalities Mission and Maple Ridge with 
the idea extending the advantages the Matsqui-Sumas-Abbotsford 
area their neighbours. The larger unit administration provides the 
solution many the problems which are associated with rural school 
districts. 


ADVANTAGES 


Under the larger unit administration, duplication services and 
top-heavy forms administration are eliminated with the result 
greater efficiency and economy operation possible. 

Savings have been effected the following ways: 

The buying supplies bulk. 

The placing group insurance over the whole area. 

The costs formerly connected with individual secretaries and 
boards school trustees are considerably reduced. 

The closing one-room schools and taking the pupils from these 
schools larger centres where possible give them more specialized 
instructions. This results increased pass-list and consequent sav- 
ing the reduction repeaters. 

saving the cost transportation purchasing the 
buses outright instead hiring them. the 
ford area two buses were purchased replace three privately owned 
buses. estimated that saving approximately $4,000 will 
made the end the three-year period and the district will own the 
buses. Each year after the three-year period annual saving 
will made. 
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per cent. has been made the purchase fuel sup- 
plied tender. 

Savings have also been made substituting Government Official 
Trustee account cost the district from three individual bank 
accounts with bank charges. 

Under larger unit administration possible develop uni- 
formity administrative practices connected with salaries, financial sup- 
port and business routine; also diversity school services connected with 
educational offerings, teaching methods, and even with the curriculum 
itself. 

These advantages have made the larger unit the hope educationists 
their efforts provide equality educational opportunity for chil- 
dren the sparsely populated districts.

REPORT PRESENTED THE GENERAL COMMITTEE THE CANADIAN 
GUILD, DECEMBER 15TH, 1936

Handicrafts undoubtedly one the most important elements 
any well-rounded program Adult Education. hoped that the 
close link formed between the C.A.A.E. and the Guild through the election 
Mr. Corbett president may result better understanding the 
interlocking interests the two societies and united direction the 
work both fields. 

This sixth report, and you will pardon refer for moment 
first, delivered 1931. that touched upon the neces- 
sity for co-operation between voluntary, commercial, and governmental 
organizations, and said, ‘‘We can enormously increase our production 
country produced, handmade goods, improve the quality these goods 
and increase the market for point out that since that time 
the market for what people call goods’’, woven materials, 
and batiks has immensely increased. They have become 
Whether the Guild has taken full advantage that not all cer- 
tain, but quite certain that the Guild has had great deal with 
the development. 

not propose spend much your time retrospect since the 
various reports presented have told you all that necessary. want 
little looking forward. What the future this association 
which has already served Canada well? Where are going? 
look the question from two points view, and the 
intellectual. 


SPHERE 


From the economic point view think may say that the Guild has 
point from which can step off along broad highway. 
pretty well assured the value handicraft work. There are only three 
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reactionaries. The first set are the would-be revolutionaries. 
They, course, are the most reactionary. 

was interested and may say somewhat amused the recent declara- 
tion Canadian communist that the rehabilitation Quebec handi- 
crafts was the result effort keep Quebec’s population state 
slavery. should like introduce the speaker some our handi- 
craft workers. never knew any people less like slaves. arts, 
sensibly practised, will bring the worker not only intellectual satisfaction 
but measure financial independence. Quebec not going back 
mediaevalism any more than Nova Scotia Alberta. The handicraft 
worker quite modern the machine worker, more independent and 
more individualistic. The attitude the revolutionary easily expli- 
cable, judge what has happened Russia, where hordes 
machine workers are regimented small and highly intelligent oli- 
garchy. The handicraft worker individualist and cannot regi- 
mented. What more, the handicraft worker contented and will not 
become revolutionary the first place. 

The second set reactionaries are the machine workers. not say 
that the average factory owner opposed the development handi- 
craftsin thiscountry. Our only trouble that direction has been caused 
Japanese imitations and the Guild has been able great deal 
stop that. But all through the world there tendency mechanize 
and far handicrafts are concerned isa bad tendency. moment 
the craftsman gives his more primitive instruments: the spinning 
wheel, the loom, the knife, the wheel, begins lose his individuality. 
The machine worker produces power looms and spinning jennies and jigs 
and patterns, and the work loses its character. Even 
and France most tweeds are longer truly homespun, they are made 
power looms distributed country homes, they are imitation. Our 
workers Canada are almost the only people who have had the good 
sense continue making what rightly called 
unique because made the old way. the most modern because 
not machine made semi-machine made. The time will come and 
the Guild must see that comes soon, when Canadian homespun will 


welcomed the countries which now export semi-machine made fabrics 
us. 


The third set reactionaries are those who classify what call 
handicrafts with dozen other activities totally different nature. 
This movement centres Italy. those who lead there differ- 
ence between the craftworker and factory worker, between the artist 
carving and the beautician. admit that the latter has sometimes 
work pretty solid ivory, but that beside the point. must 
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never let the world large forget that individual artistry counts for much, 
that the handicrafter nearer the artist than the artisan. The 
movement which are devoted cannot flourish under communism, 
under fascism, under technocracy. 

appears that the specific task the the economic sphere 
will somewhat different what has been the past. seems likely 
that its work should be: 

organize procure the organization governments local centres, 
Each co-operative centre would have its manager and 
(a) small stock wool, linen, wood, and metals for the use 

workers; 

(b) small shop.

This task necessity involves full co-operation with governments. 
does not involve, perhaps precludes, competition with retailers, but 
would result larger consumption, especially tweeds. 

The various governments Canada realize quite well that the co- 
operative movement has started and convinced that they will 
glad fall with any such plans made the Guild. 


EDUCATIONAL SHARE 

Now may ask you consider another field which the Guild has 
not exercised the influence which hope that will exercise the future. 
The Guild should devote itself even more than has done ensuring for 
and crafts larger place our educational system. 


Schools 

not know that could have done much more under the circum- 
stances. feel largely responsible for any failure, but, have already 
observed, have been unable devote more time energy the work 
and the Guild has been unable provide the necessary travelling 
penses. 

Everyone realizes to-day that education has two objectives: teach 
people how make living, and teach people how live. Concerning 
the first these need say very little. Handicrafts, have 
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have very definite place the economics the future. The boy 
especially the country boy girl, must know something about craft 
work. said this you and others often that you must tired 
hearing it. the result economic trend which not varying. 
More mechanization means less work and more leisure. Craft work will 
fill that leisure for those who are not listeners readers, and will often 
fill profitably. More people must live the country, they cannot get 
more money from the cities, therefore they must self-sufficient. 
that direction handicrafts will help them notably. But how does the 
learning handicraft work teach boy girl how live? not 
know the answer, but know the truth. There some intellectual 
value craft work which carries you away, just there any other 
form art. 

Why study Not only that may write business 
letters reports, not only that may read magazine articles and 
detective stories, but that may get pleasure from fine prose and 
good poetry. There difference between the written literature 
which have long been accustomed and the spoken literature the 
radio, nor does matter whether create read listen, must 
educated are have that sort happiness. There difference 
this respect between literature and music, there difference between 
literature and art. There difference between people, some enjoy one 
those things, some enjoy another, and the field they enjoy most they 
should devote most attention. not forgetting that there are many 
other fields the great world arts and sciences, taking those words 
their broadest sense, but thinking just now the fields that lie 
closest together. forgetting the vocational side education, but 
reverse quotation—where your heart there will your treasure 
also. 

Again there difference whether you think them from the point 
view creation enjoyment between the products which in- 
clude handicrafts and the products any kind art. The sculptor 
stone and the carver wood, the painter and the maker linoleum cut 
picture rug are doing the same sort thing. the effect that 
counts. The enjoyment seeing fine piece design the same kind 
enjoyment you find looking picture. There are qualitative 
differences course, because there are between the minds and 
intellects different people, although must remember that good 
poet would probably make bad hooked rug. 

For these reasons feel quite justified saying that, from the intellectual 
point view well from the vocational, handicrafis should have recog- 

ized place every educational system. 
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When have reached this point find ourselves against that 
famous old barrier, the British North America Act. Education, least 
formal education, matter for the provincial governments. dealing 
with such situation the present organization the Guild will very 
helpful. There are some branches allied societies most the pro- 
vinces Canada. these should consider the situation and deal 
with its own government without any One government, that 
Nova Scotia, has already acted and introduced arts and crafts into the 
High School course; other governments are considering the 
But even where action has been taken the governments need support, 
they need more where action has not been taken. Parents must con- 
vinced and voters must satisfied. Local branches and groups should 
therefore, undertake campaign publicity, would say propaganda 
the word had not gained such unfortunate meaning. should not 
long before success attended their efforts. 

not easy say what should done but envisage system 
which arts and crafts have recognized place, and are not mere spare 
time activity, system which such studies begin primary school and 
continue throughout. Naturally there must great deal variety, 
woodwork and carving, metal work, weaving, painting must all havea 
place. Toward the end the course pupils will specialize. 

Out the schools will come certain number who can higher 
levels, who will become teachers and artists. them should like 
see each province institution such provided Mount Allison 
University. think the whole country owes debt our honorary vice- 
president, Dr. Trueman, for his vision and courage. Mount Allison has 
recognized the value arts and crafts subject education, has set 
and enlarged splendid school, has fully adopted the principle 
which have already referred that there bar between the simpler 
and the higher forms any art whatever. venture hope that other 
provinces will follow New Brunswick. Quebec, come near home, 
might very well utilize its normal schools and art schools for training 
arts and crafts, and may inform you not only that this already under 
consideration but that some definite steps have already been taken. 


Adults 

the matters adult education and Indian education the situation 
rather different.

COUNTRY-WIDE LIBRARY SERVICE 


Granted that libraries are necessity, libraries meaning not only 
books but specialists select them and give guidance their suit- 
ability for particular needs, how community, largely rural, secure 
such service? now generally accepted that for towns and cities 
adequate well-selected, well-organized library necessity. But 
what the country? Surely people there need many books, well- 
selected, well organized, city dwellers. Their need even greater, 
but the reading needs rural people are only beginning met. 
can learn something from what has been done the last ten years 
Great Britain, the United States and Canada. 


GREAT BRITAIN 


1917 survey was made libraries Great Britain. The survey 
revealed almost uniform state stagnation the smaller libraries. 
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ADULT LEARNING 


The reason for this obvious: small community cannot afford either 
the services first class librarian large supply books; conse- 
quently its library usually indifferently managed and lacks sufficient 
material any subject satisfy the needs vital readers. quote 
from recent report libraries published England, ‘‘Whereas town 
500,000 inhabitants will require roughly ten times much gas 
electricity town 50,000 and hundred times much town 
5,000, this rules does not hold good library service. community 
5,000 may include readers with great variety tastes com- 
munity 500,000 and will therefore require have access wide 
range books. For public composed general readers with variety 
wants, small library can provide adequate service.”’ 

small community can itself support the necessary service, 
larger unit support, larger area and therefore population, neces- 
sary. England the county was taken the unit and since 1922 
England there have been established all the counties, county libraries, 
linking and strengthening the existing small libraries. They were 
helped for the first few years the Carnegie United Kingdom Trust but 
when the experimental stage was over and they had proved themselves, 
they were left themselves. noteworthy that county has 
allowed its library lapse and that Lancashire, which has suffered 
great economic misery Owing the collapse its cotton industry and 
the closing many its coal mines, has every year increased the county 
grant for library purposes. Evidently was regarded not luxury 
but one the basic necessities. 


UNITED STATES AND CANADA 


For twenty years there have been county libraries the United 
States. recent years, however, has been realized that the county, 
the United States and Canada, not always sufficiently large 
unit. English authorities now state that the minimum population for 
the support adequate library 75,000. Authorities the United 
States and Canada put the minimum 40,000, with minimum annual 
appropriation $25,000. Where the population county reaches the 
minimum the county convenient unit but often larger territory and 
population more advisable. These larger libraries are described

The Fraser Valley Union Library British Columbia the out- 
standing example regional library. For five years beginning 
1930 the Carnegie Corporation offered the total sum $100,000 for 
demonstration rural library service the Fraser Valley. The demon- 
stration proved successful and the end the period the library was 
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taken over the people the Valley who have since that time 
themselves. The territory served the Union Library includes 
twenty-one governing bodies, two cities, village, district municiplaities 
and rural school districts. The total population 39,894. The library 
has governing body composed representatives from all the districts 
and supported rate 35c per capita the population collected 
tax from all the people the districts served. This low figure 
and expected that with the return better prices for farmers the 
tax will raised 50c. successful was the venture that three other 
regional libraries are process organization: namely the Kootenay, 
Okanagan Valley and Vancouver Island. The Carnegie Corporation 
gave total grant $15,000 help the initial organization. 

From 1933-1936 the Carnegie Corporation financed library demon- 
stration Prince Edward Island. This year the library was taken over 
the provincial government. The library serves population 
88,000 people and has proved most popular. consists about 40,000 
volumes, distributed through twenty-two branches scattered throughout 
the Island. addition books for general reading any resident the 
may obtain, through the branches, any book wants books 
any subject which interested. All the 40,000 volumes, 
many them can digest, are his for the asking. Every Friday 
about hundred and fifty books are sent out from the headquarters 
the branches answer such requests. 


THE CASE NOVA SCOTIA 


good library service Nova Scotia would mean the establishment 
about ten regional libraries. One section, least, the province 
seems ripe for such—the County Cape Breton. The population not 
much larger than that Prince Edward Island and some assistance 
could secured for the initial expense setting the scheme, first 
rate library service could maintained for expenditure $40,000 
annually. This sum would provide the books needed supply infor- 
mation farmers, fishermen, miners and technical workers matters 
relating their work, would provide the tools self-education and 
recreation for the whole population and would also afford library 
service the schools. would provide for three four trained libra- 
rians and salaries for librarians would equivalent 
those paid high school teachers similar standing. The custodians 
charge local branches would receive about 25c hour. some 
places they are voluntary workers but this small sum ensures attention 
the work and the long run economy.
